that of Japan. 

If this is done it will be the first 
great test of the efficiency of the 
League, and may result in efther 
fing te establishing or definitety kill- 
ng 

The opinion held here is that all 
depends on the attitude of America. 
If the dominions are assured of 
American support they probably 
will succeed in preventing a renewal 
of the treaty, but if tnat happens 
Great Britain undoubtedly will seek 
an alliance, or at least an informal 
agreement, with America for con- 


| 


trol of the Pacific. 

British statesmen feel that with 
the growing power of the asoviet 
‘government, and fts increasing 
tendency to adopt a strong foreign 
policy, conditions under which the 
treaty originally was framed is be- 
ing recreated. The treaty originally 
was intended to minimize Russian 
power and when Czarism fell tt was 
thought that the danger had dis- 
appeared. 

Now that there is a prospect of a 
strong Russian aggregation bitterly 
opposed to dail capitalistic govern- 
ments, statesmen here believe some 
Pacific entente for preservation of 
the status quo, again is absolutely 
necessary. They would prefer 
America, if America is willing to 
come ia, but if America is not will- 
ing, Great Britain may be forced in- 
to the arms of Japan for another 
period of years.

tives of the Russian armies. Yet, when the 
Polish troops began to give way, the Allied 
Council demanded the immediate disarma- 
ment of the German troops still mobilized 
and the turning over of war material to 
Allied generals. The reason for this deci- 
sion of the Allies is not obscure. Germany. 
cannot be depended upon at this time to 
check any Russian invasion of Belgium and 
Flanders. The German people are not yet 
reconciled to their defeat. They have yield- 
ed to the superior force of the Allies; but 
their Hearts are unrepentant. If permitted 
to retain their arms they would be likely to 
make common cause with the Russians 
against their late foes. 

That there is a menace to Western Enu- 
rope in the Bolshevist offensive is self- 
evident; but it is Allied armies and not 
those of Germany which must be depended 
upon to check the Russian advance. The 
action already taken by the Allied Coun- 
cil demonstrates that there ts to be no tem- 
porizing with Lenine and Trotzky. The Al- 
lies are already preparing to send several! 
divisions to aid the Poles in holding their 
lines against the Reds. They are not flinch- 
ing and are not likely to flincn before the 
Russian menace. If the League of Nations 
were supported by all the countries that 
have been invited to become members the 
present Russian advance probably would 
not have been attempted. The Russians 
believe that the League is too weak and 
too divided in its councils to offer united 
opposition, and it is for that reason that 
they have presumed on the invasion of Po 
land. The Allied Council is to he commend-

lost has been a complete failure, and the 
crescent moon of Turkey is disappearing 
from the sky of Europe.” The attempt of 
William Hohenzollern to unite “in a Si- 
amese-twin combination the old German god 
with Allah and his prophets deserved 4 
prize for the height of its folly.” : 
He warns Great Britain, “the polit. 
ical genius of whose statesmen ‘ie has al 
ways admired, though without blind adula 
tion,” not to make the mistake of backing 
the Turk, in order to retain her hold over 
the Mohammedan world. The Turk has 
never been a real, whole-souled Moslem, and 
Turkish rule has always been based essen.

Constantinople 
has never been anything sacred to the In- 
dian; the devout Moslem from Delhi or 
Agra made his pilgrimage to Mecca and 
thus became a Haji.

Let him retire to “innocuous 
desuetude” at Broussa, like the Hohenzol- 
lern in Holland.

The present crisis in gasoline ex-- 
tending all over the Pacific Coast 
results from simple and natura) 
causes, There has been no slacking 
whatever in the manufacture of 
gasoline, the output of the refineries 
was never so great as it is today. 


California gasoline was 38,452,796 
gallons, a daily average for thirty- 
one days of 1,240,412; during April, 
38,283,725 gallons, a daily average 
for thirty days 1,276,124. April's 
daily average was by far the largest 
to date in the history of the Callifor- 
nia oil industry. Figures for May 
and June are not yet available. They 
are being compiled by the Bureau 
of Mines at Washington, and May's 
should be ready for distribution 
within another two weeks. 

Before this spring manufacture of 
Kasoline was generally around 320,- 
000,000 to 31,500,0C0 gallons a 
month. The shortage is caused by 
the abnormal growth of consump- 


on. 

Figures from the Bureau of Mines 
show a production of about 30,000,- 
000 gallons of gasoline a month by 
California refineries. It has been 
figured out on theoretical mileage 
per month, that the State's consump- 
tion is about 11,000,000 gallons. But 


Oregon, Washington, Alaska, Ne- 
vada, Arizona and Hawaii have 


become dependent upon California. 
Many boats on Coast streams and 
in Coast harbors use 
motor power. Large fleets of fishing 
boats have gasoline engines. In 
many places tractors have replaced 
other farming machinery and are 
consuming a large proportion of gas- 
Oline. Irrigation pumps use it at 
a bie rate, too. — 

‘ficial reports of the Pacific 
States show a total of 748,765 com- 
mercial and pleasure motor cars in 
use on Dec. 31, 1919, or more than 
three times the number there were 
in use four years before, on Dec. 
21, 1915. This number constitutes 
close to 10 per cent of all the cars 
in the United States. Approximately 
60 per cent of the cars on the Pa- 
cific Coast are in California. The 
climate in the greater part of Cali- 
fornia encourages the use of the 
automobiUie 365 days in the year, so 
that the annual consumption of fuel

Between Jan. 1, 1916, and June 
18, 1920, the number of tractors In 
the Pacific States was multiplied by 
seven, and came to 23,260. Shortfige 
of hydroelectric power this year nas 
forced the increased use of gasoline 
for irrigation pumps.

CITIZENS. 


Unprecedented Rush for 
Naturalization Reported by 


Examiner Jones. 


For some reason not apparent to 
the local Federal naturalization of- 
ficials there is still maintdined a tre- 
mendous volume of applications for 
American citizenship. Usually at 
this season of the year there is a 
lull in the number of applications 
filed by aliens, but the report for 
June just compléted shows that 
there weré more than 500 declara- 
tions of intention to become Amerti- 
ean citizens filed during last mofith. 
This overtops anything ever before 
known in June for any year. 

The number of aliens seeking to 
get under the American flag has 
becomé so great that it is necés- 
eary to hold weekly court sessions 
to accommodate the many persons 
now knocking at the door for ad- 
mission. 

In the judgment of Naturaliza- 
tion Examiner Jones, the unpre- 
cedented rush is due to two things, 
the large percentage of alien pop- 
ulation in Los Angeles and the 
fear on the part of a great many 
foreigners that legislation is con- 
templated in this country forbidding 
the alien ownership of real prop- 
erty. Many of them have sécured 
homes and they are afraiq they will 
he taken away from therm unless 
they become American citizens.

a low per cent of phosphoris acid in 
the sample; silica present. 

The soft chalk-like substance i< 
calcareous marl; impure with a 
small quantity of silica; phosphoric 
acid traces.

A.: Sample No. 1 is a rather odd 
variety of black quartz, in boulder 
Shape, containing gold in minute 
It is on the order of a sim- 
flar black quarts which occurs in 
Calaveras county at the Sheep Ranch 
mine, and at Sutter Creek, in Ama- 
dor. In Bulletin No. 37 of the State 
mining bureau, California, 1905, Dr. 
George F. Kunz of New York being 
the author thereof, we find that this 
grade of black quartz was obtained 
in a smoothly rolled mass by the 
Nevada Hydraulic Company, at Gib- 
sonville. It weighed 160 pounds, and 
was judged to contain $2500 worth 
of gold; but its value for lapidary 
purposes was greater. Dr. Kunz fur- 
ther shows that an artificial imita- 
tion of this stone has been made, 
by throwing grains of gold from 
crushed quartz into a fused milky 
glass, and allowing it to solidify in 
molds of various shapes. 

At San Francisco and in other cit- 
fes. it has been noted by the editor 
of this department of The Times that 
a very clever imftation of the ame- 
thystine gold quartz of Hungary is 
now being artificially made by add- 
Ing traces of manganese dioxide to 
the fused milky glass referred to

MONO LAKE, July 3.—Q.: I am 
mailing you three numbered samples 
with other specimens. Will you 
kindly analyze them? No. 2 is com- 
posed of several specimens which are 
all from the same conglomerate bed 
which Hes between metamorphosed 
schists and basaltic cracks. The bed 
is a large one averaging about ten 
feet wide, and about one mile in 
length, so far as I have traced it.

A.: Itis mighty hard to offer sug- 
gestions of any kind as to what may 
occur with the specimens at the lo- 
cality. There should be good chances, 
at depth, however, for ores of lead, 
zine, and arsenical silver ores. The 
brownish red: sample, with a shell- 
like-crust is impure lime carbonate; 
iron manganese present. It is not 
“Gossan.” The banded (agate like) 
mineral is impure calcilte with sil- 
fica; zinc traces. The whitish speci- 
men is calcite; it carries copper in 
low percentage and very much re- 
sembles quartz. No. 3 is massive gar- 
net with epidote. It could easily be 
confused with sphalerite, by com- 
parison, but there is no zinc in the 
sample. The large banded specimen 
is lime carbonate; aragonite (another 
lime carbonate) present. One other 
grayish white mineral is also lime 
carbonate. The Llue and white sam- 
ple is lime carbonate with coating 
of chalcedony (quartz.) Chromite 
low per cent. The white opal-like 
substance is Iime carbonate. One 
other mineral is massive garnet; in 
part grosularite (gooseberry colored 
garnet.) No. 2 is altered rock, car- 
rying plentifully disseminated in 
seams a peach-pink colored mineral 
that very much resembles certain 
ores of cobalt.

There is no silver 
reaction noted in analygis and there 
is no free gold in the particular 
sample.

A.: The specimen is entirely dif- 
ferent from a variety_of hornblende 
that occurs with gabbro in South- 
ern California and which was re- 
ported to be pitchblende a year or 
s0 ago. Your sample is not so hard 
in the scale of hardness. While it 
is hornblende in make up, it is that 
class of rock known as one of the 
amphibole group. While such rock 
is of doubtful commercial value, it 
is of use for geological specimens, 
etc.

LOS ANGELES, July 4.—Q.: Will 
you kindly advise me through the 
columns of The Times if the in- 
closed sample shows any commer- 
cial values other than gold?

: The sample is ferruginous 
quartz. Mica (biotite and musco- 
vite’ sparingly present.

July Reports Show Marked 
Improvement; Wheat Es- 
pecially Promising. 


The July crop report shows 4 
marked tmprovement in the past 
month, says the Wall Street Jour- 
pal. Wheat is especially promis- 
fe jand from all indicationg will 
mnke a still better showing a month 
Repce. For tWo months it hag been 
hyewing under conditions that a 
farmer would cal! ideal and is now 
filling well and ripening under 
favorabie conditions. No one could 
zo into the fields this spring and 
note the heavy stooling and strong 
roots, without feeling confident of 
a large production. Late in May, the 
Wall Street Journal's special re- 
porter estimated the winter wheat 
crop at 515,000,000 bushels. A week 
later the government issued itg June 
report with an estimate of 504,000,- 
900 bushels. Now, it estimates the 
erop at 518,000,000 bushels. Thresh- 
ing returns can be counted upon 
to show a stil] greater production. 

Spring wheat also has responded 
to the splendid soil conditions and 
has increased over 14,000,000 bush- 
els in the month. Should no rust 
cr blight come in the next few 
weeks, this newspaper estimates the 
production at above 300,000,000 
bushels. 

A large area planted to corn is in 
line with the estimates of this news- 
paper earlier in the season predict- 
ing a full acreage. The farmers 
have done even better than that 
and with seasonal rains through 
this month and August, a crop of 
approximately 3,000,000,000 bushels 
may he expected. Oats, barley ard 
flaxseed also have shown very sat- 
isfactory wrowth conditions and as- 
Surance of a yield that will not dis- 
appoint any reasonable expvycta- 
tions.

GAS CUTS 
INCOME. 


As a Result Southern Cali- 
fornia Company Asks a 
Rate Rise. | 


Substitution of natural gas with 
a heat content of 1060 British ther- 
mal units for artificial gas carrying 
a heat content of 560 units, has had 
the effect of reducing the gross in- 
come of the Southern California Gas 
Company from its service in San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties, 
says the company in an application 
for authority to increase its rates, 
filed last week with the State Rail- 
road Commission. The company asks 
the commission to hear jointly the 
application and the complaint filed 
some time ago by the city of River- 
side which asked that reasonable 
rates for the sale of gas in River- 
side be fixed by the commission. 

In this connection the company 
says: “The transmission and distri- 
bution systems used by the com- 
pany for the distribution of gas to 
the various localities in the coun- 
ties of Riverside and San Bernar- 
dine, are so interconnected and the 
businesses of the company so inter- 
related that it is believed unfair 
discrimination will result if its rates 
in any one of the localities are fixed 
without reference or relation to the 
rates in the other localities.” 

The company serves the incor- 
porated cities of San Bernardino, 
Riverside, Colton and Rialto, High- 
land and Highgrove and contiguous 
territory. Its present rates were 
fixed for the sale of artificial gas.
